(APL—Microscopic dots of life have 
been aroused from a 249-year “sleep’ 
to the normal activity they aban­ 
doned in 1687, Dr. Ira B. Bartle re­ 
ported Thursday, 
Dr. Bartle, who has spent years 
studying spores and fungi, said he 
resurrected 
soil 
bacteria colonies 
which went into suspended anima­ 
tion two and a half centuries ago 
when they wrere sealed in the adobe 
walls of the Tumacacori mission 
near Nogales, Arizona. 
Last month he visited the old mis­ 
sion, founded by Eusebio Francisco 
Kino almost a century before Fra 
Junipero Serra established the Cali­ 
fornia missions. From the four-feet- 
thick adobe wall on a belfry stair­ 
case he took a core of the inner 


brick. 
In 
sealed 
sterilized 
tubes 
he 
brought the brick to his laboratory 
here and said he succeeded in bring­ 
ing the bacteria out of their leth­ 
argy. 
“The samples obtained . . . showed 
ninety-four 
colonies,” 
his 
report 
said. 
“In forty-eight hours (there were) 
131 colonies. 
These colonies under 
the microscope showed soil bacteria 
and spores. 
No fungi have been 
found as yet. The life cycle of the 
predominant spore is about ninety- 
six hours.” 
In discussing the “sleep’ of the 
minute creatures, Dr Bartle said: 
“These spores and bacteria live 
and multiply as long as there is 
moisture and oxygen. As this disap­ 
pears they begin putting on a thick-
